All Societies Will Continue In 
Great National Sale. 



Arrangements for the sale of 
Keel Cross Christmas Seals for 1910 
were announced by bulletin issued 
by the National Ass o c i a ti o n 
for the Study and Prevention of 
Tuberculosis and the American 
Red Cross. "A million for Tub- 
erculosis" will be the slogan of the 
1910 campaign. 

Two features of the sale this 
year are unique and will bring 
considerable capital to the tuber- 
culosis tijrhters. The American 
J National Ked Cross is to issue the 
stamps as in former years, but thif 
organization will work in close co- 
operation with the National As- 
sociation for the Study and Pre- 
vention of Tuberculosis, which 
body will share in the proceeds of 
the sales. The charge to local as- 
. sociations for the use of the nat- 
ional stamps has been reduced also 
from 20 per cent to 1 2i per cent, 
which will mean at least $50,000 
more for tuberculosis work in all 
parts of the United States. 

The stamps are to be designed 
as "Ked Cross Seals" this year 
they are to be placed on the back 
S^of letters instead of on the front.

Attractive Simplicity In Window 
Decoration. 

Changes in the methods o f 
dressing show windows are con- 
stantly taking place, but most of 
these changes come about so grad- 
ually that we sometimes fail to sec 
where we are being led. It is the 
very slowness with which the 
methods change that sometimes 
deceives us and leads us astray. 
We accept fashions that have come 
to us through gradual evolution 
because each succeeding change is 
but a variation of something to 
which we have already become ac- 
customed, whereas, if all the inter- 
mediate steps were eliminated, and 
the style were presented as some- 
ig entirely new, we would see 
it in an entirely different light. 

Some ten nr twelve, years aeo 
window dressing was something 
very different from what it is to- 
day, says Albert A. Koester, in 
Merchant's Record. At all time 
there were comparatively few 
highclass Moral decorations to be 
\iad and the window dresser had to 
rely largely upon his own ingenu- 
ity and cleverness to design and 
make everthing that he used in his 
windows. Some one found that 
cheesecloth could be puffed easily 
and with good effect, and every- 
hailed the discovery with joy and 
proceeded to till his windows with 
cotton cheesecloth in all the var- 
iegated colors of a June flower 
garden. The use of cheesecloth 
grew gradually until it was used 
almost universally. I t was the 
main feature of all sorts of display 
in big and little stores. Afte 
having been worked t o death 
cheesecloth was discarded and is 
now seen no mare. 

The elaborate and heavy scrolls 
and fancy framework of a few 
years ago have also passed away, 
as have the complicated mechan- 
ical butterllies, stars and other 
old-style motion windows. \et 
each one of these was considered 
good in its day and the men who 
devised them were clever trimmers. 
There can be no doubt that some of 
the old-fashioned windows attract- 
ed great crowds, but the merchant 
of to-day appraises the value of a 
crowd in front of his windows in 
proportion to the sales that are 
made. 

En the opinion o f the writer 
there is a gradual growing tenden- 
cy toward the overelaboration of 
window displavs. The decorative 
features are too involved and too 
ornate to best serve the purpose 
fur which they arc intended. 
Backgrounds are made with such 
elaborate details that whatever 
merchandise mav be shown is com- 
pletely overshadowed. The inter- 
est of the beholder i s centered 
upon the window dresser's work 
rather than upon the goods that 
are to be sold. There is another 



criticism that may be made again- 
st the o erelaboratc background in 
a good many cases, and that is, 
the subject chosen for reproduct- 
ion are not suitable for the com- 
paratively limited noniines of the 
show window. This applies par- 
ticularly to some of the arehitectur- 
i-hemes of decoration that are 
so popular. Columns and 
ligures that might serve admirably 
-mbellishments for the front of 



with Colonial style stands use sim- 
ple Colonial setting f o r back- 
ground. The background must be 
of light construction and simple 
and not extend clear across the 
hack. That gives to much sym- 
metry. Let it stand a little farther 
one side than the other, with a 
break in the middle. If columns 
are used, they may be made in the 
same manner as the stand. Try to 
avoid the conventional lattice. It 
has been used so much that it is 
becoming somewhat tiresome. An- 
other to avoid is the straight white 
picket fence. When it was first 
used, this sort of a fence was quiet 
a novelty, but it has now been 
used thousands of times and con- 
sequently has lost much of its at- 
tractiveness.

There 
are some occasions when it is de- 
sirable to use the windows as gen- 
eral advertiseine: ts of the store 
rather than to sell goods. In such 
times the merchandise is but a de- 
tail of the general scheme of dec- 
oration. These occasions, how- 
ever, are rare. And another thiny 
that the trimmer in the average 
store shojld consider is that set- 
tings which might appear appro- 
priate for some of the immense 
city department stores would 
appear ridiculous when attempted 
with cheap materials in a smaller 
window. Much depends upon the 
store. 

The writers opinion of an ideal 
window for all every-day occas- 
ions is one that has a neat back 
ground, neutral in design and color 
with some slight decorative effect* 
to take away its bareness and givt 
it a little color and life To this- 
add some dainty and graceful fea- 
ture in the form of a small stand 
or table of unusual design, decor- 
ated with flowers, plants and

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A window dresser who has some 
skill with tools can easilv desigh 
stands that are simple in construct- 
ion and so graceful in form that 
they will give artistic character to 
any window in which they may be 
used. It is better to adhere to 
straight lines rather than attempt 
elaborate cures. For special oc- 
casions, when something a little 
out of the osdinary is wanted, one 
of these art stands may be used 
with a light background setting. 
The letter, however, should invar- 
iably be in the same style and char- 
acter as the stand.
